Define Frozen Fruit 
The proposed am endm ent, which 
will b e sub m itted to the sta te legis­ 
latu re later b y the com m ittee, de­ 
fines frozen fruit as follow s: 
“M arked ev idence of frost injury 
in citru s fru its is hereb y defined 
as a w ater-soaked appearance or 
ev idence of prev ious w ater-soaking, 
or the presence of crystals, 
or 
crystalline deposits on the two su r­ 
face m em b ranes of tw o or m ore 
segm ents, as shown on the separa­ 
tion of the segm ents, one from 
another, of a section n ot less than 
one inch or m ore than one and 
one-half inches in thick n ess of the 
cen tral portion of the fru it 
ob ­ 
tained b y cutting of a portion of 
each end, the ev idence of frost in­ 
jury to show for the en tire length 
b ut not necessarily the en tire aren 
of the surface m em b rane; or a dry­ 
ing or desiccation in 20 per cent 
or m ore of the exposed pulp as 
show n on a tran sv erse cut through 
the cen ter.” 
Reputation Is Hurt 
It w as pointed out tha t w hile 
the crystalline test is ev idence of 
injury, 
it 
does 
not. 
necessarily 
m ean that fruit is b adly frozen. The 
am endm ent, how ev er, would pre­ 
v ent shipm ent of fru it so effected 
until such tim e as it could b e def­ 
initely determ ined w hether it 
is 
b adly injured. 
The fru it would 
not suffer b y hanging on the trees 
for the period n ecessary to d eter­ 
m ine w hether it is injured.

If this were true Russia, 
China and India would b e v ery 
prosperous countries. 
“A third group would say that 
capital is tho principal thing. Cap 
ital may b o used as a construc­ 
tiv e force. 
It is a mere tool. 
A fourth group would answer 
the question b y naming intelligence 
as the main thing. 
Used in the 
right direction intelligence is good 
b ut it is only a tool, 
it mav b e 
said that it is a greater factor 
than the three other materials, b e­ 
cause it preserv es and elev ates.”
